To His Excellency N O Murphy, Governor of Arizona 

Srr—In compliance with the law, I herewith present my 
report as Superintendent of the Arizona Territorial Prison for 
the year ending December 31.1892 

In the accompanying tables will be found statistics cover- 
ing almost everything of interest, relating to prisoners, both 
presently and previously confined, and a complete statement 
of the financial transactions of the Prison for the period named. 

On January 1, 1892, there were confined in the Prison 170 
convicts; the receipts of prisoners during the year amounted:to 
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sixty-three, of which number sixty-two were by commitments 
from the District and United States Courts, and one by the 
return from the Insane Asylum as "eured" of a prisoner sent 
to that institution during the year 1891 The discharges for 
1892 amounted to seventy-five, and the number on hand 
December 31, 1892, was 158 The gross expenditures of the 
Prison for the year, inclusive of the amount expended on 
account of special appropriation, were fifty-four thousand, six 
hundred and thirty-three and 47-100 dollars, and the per capita 
per diem expense for the same period was .929 
As a credit to the above I have deducted the amounts 
received and due from the United States for care of prisoners 
during the year 1892 and for a part ot 1891. This amount, 
thirty-eight hundred and eighty-four and 80-100 dollars reduces 
the expenditures to fifty thou-and, seven hundred and forty- 
eight and 67-100 dollars, and makes the net per capita per 
diem cost for the year 863 By reference to table 19 it will be 
seen that the amount earned by keeping United States prison- 
ers during 1892 was twentv-two hundred and ninety and 
90-100 dollars, while the amount credited against the gross 
expenditures is thirty-eight hundred and eighty-four and 
80-100 dollars The difference of fifteen hundred and ninety- 
three and 90-100 dollars was earned during 1891, but was not 
accounted as a credit to the expense of that year. Owing to 
this and the further fact that this amount was not paid until 
1892, and that no account of same, either as a credit or other- 
wise, had previously been made, I have herein credited the total 
amount as an offset to the expenditures fur this year, as I do 
not consider the failure to credit such amount to the year in 
“which it was earned a sufficient reason to deprive the prison 
account of the benefit thereof At the last session of the Legis- 
lature the amount of fifteen hundred dollars was appropriated 
‘for the repair of sewers and buildings of the prison; of this six 
hundred and thirty-three and 94-100 dollars was expended in 
1891, and the appropriation was exhau-ted by the expenditure 
of eight hundred and sixty-six and 6-100 dollars in 1892. 
This latter amount is included in the accompany) ing statements

The appearance of these credits in a statement of this kind, 
although somewhat unusual and to a certain extent mystify- 
ing, wes rendered necessary by the action of the Board of 
Piron Commissioners ın suspending payment of same on 
account of the failure of the parties to whom those amounts 
were due, to render statements of same 1n compliance with the 
requirements of the Board In the absence of such statements 
the Commissioners declined to audit the above accounts and 
ordered them transferred to the succeeding quarter, or until 
such time as statements 1n compliance with the Board's regu- 
lations were rendered This action made it necessary that our 
accounts should show these credits. By reference t table 21 
it will be seen that the month of January, 1892, was omitted 
from the account therein presented. This omission is due to 
the fact that previous to February 1 1t was impossible to make 
a statement such as 18 herewith presented with any certainty of 
its correctness, and the account is therefore presented from the 
date of alteration in the system of keeping the books. 

Table 21, owing to the fact that receipts, disbursements 
and balances are given as a whole and in no way itemized, 
does not present an intelligible statement of the Library Fund 
account, the necessity for which is obviated by the very com- 
plete report of the Librarian, which follows: 

There were during the year seven attempts at escape, all 
of whom were recaptured and returned to the prison. With 
the exception of these attempts the general conduct of the 
. prisoners has been most exemplary. The prisoners who 
attempted to escape were punished by being made to wear ball 
and chain for short periods of time and one for sixty-five days 
for his third attempt; for the rest, in a few cases of quarreling 
or gambling, a short term of solitary confinement in the dun- 
geon was inflicted. The credits in time allowed a prisoner for 
good conduct and the prospect of regaining his citizenship are 
powerful inducements to short term prisoners! to obey the 
prison rules, while to the long term and life pusoners the uni- 
versally shared hope of executive clemency operates to the 
same end. 

The receipts of prisoners for the year 1892 compares very 
favorably with those of the preceding year, which were ninety- 
two, whereas for 1892 the number was sixty-two, a decrease of 
nearly 33 per cent, which, in view of the fact that the popula- 
tion of the Territory 1s constantly on the increase, would seem 
to indicate a higher standard of morality amongst the people. 
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This conclusion, perhaps, is 
considered, it seems to me a

The health of the prisoners during the year has been, as 
will appear from the report of the Prison Physician, very good, 
the percentage of serious and chronic cases being very small. 
Constant attention has been paid to thecleanliness of the Prisou 
grounds and surroundings, and the sanitary condition has been

The promptness with which, the railroad company 


acceded to my request is deserving of special thanks ‘It has 
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^ 


been my constant endeavor to keep every prisoner who was 
able, engaged at some sort of occupation, consulting where it 
was possible their inclination and ability as to the employ- 
ment furnished them. Jn this I have been to a great degree 
successful, and as a consequence the Prison in general, both 
outside and inside the walls, is in a very fair condition of repair. 
The improvements made are quite extensive and the buildings 
which have been erected are all of a substantial sort. Your 
attention is invited to the following detailed statement of my 
efforts in this direction. 

Ín compliance with a resolution of the Board of Prison 
Commissioners authorizing me to co-operate with the Citizens’ 
Relief. Committee in the rebuilding of the town levee, I 
furnished the cominittee with a number of men, on an average 
about twenty a day, who were engaged for a period of 
several months on the work of rebuilding and repairing that 
part of the levee which had been washed away or damaged by 
the flood of the preceding year Their work ın this connection 
has been most satisfactory, and as a result the town and 
vicinity is, to à great extent, secured against a repetition of 
the devastating flood of 1891. 

The Guards’ residence and mess house, the erection of 
which was begun in 1891, bas been completed. It is a very 
substantial two-story building containing ten rooms, and is so 
situated as to be easy of access to all emploves, and as most of 
the Guards have their sleeping apartments therein, ıt renders 
them easy of call should an emergency at any time require the 
presence of the full force. , In accordance with a resolution of 
the Board of Commussioners, the above building has been 
furnished throughout the dining and sleeping apartments and 
18 1n first class condition This building fills a long felt want 
and is greatly appreciated by the employes, for whose benefit 
it was erected. 

The new Hospital excavated from the bank which forms 
the south wall of the Prison, has been finished and is now 
about ready for occupancy. It has hitherto been customary, 
for want of a hospital building, to keep the sick in one of the 
corridors which runs through the main cell house. This prac- 
tice, bad enough under ordinary circumstances, is specially 
dangerous in cases of contagious diseases or of any’ malady 
which may be contracted by the dissemination of germ-laden 
matter, and has called forth constant protests from all of the 
Prison Physicians It was chiefly in order to remedy this that 
our new hospital was erected, and its completion renders us 
able to cope successfully «ith: any ordinary diseases. The 
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— i 
dispensary has been thoroughly stocked with a full supply of 
modern medicines and appliances, and is in a most satisfactory 
conditión. 

In the early parti of the year I purchased a Patterson 
buggy to replace the old one, which had been in service for a 

_long time and which could not by any repairing be made fit 
for further service 

The; Superintendent's residence has been thoroughly over- 
hauled and repaired; a new bath room was buit, as an addition 
thereto; the house, both outside and inside, has been repainted 
and the rooms all newly papered, the surrounding grounds 
have been filled in and: sodded and a new picket fence put 
arouud the yard. The interior of the house has been further 
embellished by the purchase of new furniture and fittings, 
and the residence entire is in a very presentable condition. | 

The eiectric light dynamo and lamps which had become 
almost uselesa, have been repaired, so that for the greater part 
of the year the Prison has been very satisfactorily lighted 

The wails have been replastered and repainted and are at 
present in a thoroughly safe condition. The plastering of the 
walls has been quite an item of expense owing to the quantity 
and exceedingly high price of the cement which 16 was found 
necessary to use. | - 

. The carpenter's work shop has been refitted and a new 
‘Boor put down, and such tools and late inventions of the trade 
as are necessary to good work were purchased therefor. 

Owing to the overcrowded condition of the cell-house, 
"which during the hot summer months was very severe upon 
the prisoners, it was necessary to excavate additional cell room 
‘from the bank in proximity to the new Hospital, and five 
roomy and well ventilated cells were constructed in addition to 
those already built for the accommodation of female prisoners. 
This, to some extent, relieved the prisoners and gave us also 
additional space for the accommodation of the sick while the 
: Hospital was in process of excavation 

The wood work, bothjinside and outside the walls, has been 
thoroughly repainted and, repaired. 

An additional arc light has been placed on the northwest 
corner of the Prison wall, which, 1n addition to furnishing 
better light to the night guards, serves also the purpose of 
iluminating the front portion and grounds ef the Superin- 
tendent's residence. 

An addition of two New Home sewing machines has been 
made to the Tailoring department, and the force employed in 
that and the Shoemaking shops has been considerably increased. 
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Owing to the fact that contracts for the greater, part of the 
Prison supplies had been let to parties throughout the Terri- 
tory and such supplies were therefore received here by freight, 
I have constructed a wagon road between the Prison and the 
. Southern Pacific freight “depot 1n order to facilitate'the hauling 
of same ! | 

A new store house has been built for the storage of such 
supplies as are brought 1n large quantities. 

The office of the Superintendent, which was-in a very bare 
and pooily furnished condition, has been thoroughly repaired, 
repainted, and furnished! with such articles of necessity and 
convenience as were required. Two office desks and a Reming- 
ton typewriter have been jadded to its equipment and it is now 
1n à very good condition. P 

The old system of water closets which, in addition to being 
inadequate to accommodate the number of prisoners, was also 

.a menace to the health of the Prison, has been torn down and 
replaced with Parson's trough system. of losete, which has so 
far given complete satisfaction 

"The Commissary store room ha« been fepainted and shelved 
throughout A new counter has been aided and everything 
stored therein has been kept CL lock and key 
and the issuance of supplies closely accotinted for. This sys- 
tem has resulted in quite a saving in the matter of provisions 
and other supplies, the imdiseriminate issue of Which had 
formed quite an item of expense. 

The Kitchen and Laundry have been refurnished with the 
necessary utensils, and the kitchen range, which was found'in 
very poor condition, has, by almost constant repair, been made 
to serve for the year, x will, however, scarcely last much 
longer, and a new one will shortly be a necessity. 

The guard stands have all been put in good condition and 
enclosed in a framework of glà-« as a protection against the 
weather which, contrary to popular impression, is quite severe 
during the winter nights. This enclosed space does not 1n any 
way interfere with the Guard's. observation of his surround- 
ings, and renders his position a great deal more comfortable. 

A new wire dividing fence, forty-nine feet long and eight 
feet high, has been placed between the male and the female 
departments of the Prison and serves most effectually to pre- 
vent all communication between them 

I have lately commenced the excavatiou in the bank form- 
ing the south end of the Prison of a room which will be of a 
size sufficient to serve either as Chapel, Library or School 
Room, or all of them combined. Our present Library is ma 
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very small room, barely of sufficient size to hold what books 
we have, and to any one who may be at leisure during the day 
and who may desire to devote such time either to reading or 
writing, the want-of a room wherein to do so 18 a great incon- 
venience. I find that quite a number of our illiterate popula- 
tion are desirous of improving their mental condition and 
would gladly avail themselves of such opportunity should it 
occur For this reason I will endeavor to establish classes and 
encourage such inclinations ¡as much as possible. This room 
will also be of sufficient sizé to accommodate those who may 
desire to attend religious services, which are held here every 
Sunday in the Prison dining room and which, though their 
effect may not be immediately apparent, exert, nevertheless, 
a somewhat beneficial influence. 

Upon the completion of the above and a few other minor 
improvements, the Prison will be in a very good condition and 
the cost for repairs and improvements in the succeeding few 
years should be materially lessened 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I desire to re-urge upon your consideration the recom- 
mendation as to the appointment of subordinate officers of the 
Prison, which was made in my report for the year 1891, and in 
this connection I will say that from actual experience in the 
management of this institution, 1t has been very forcibly made 
known to me that the interests of the Territory, of the Prison 
and of its inmates, require the appointment of all subordinate 
officers, to be made by the: executive head of the Prison sub- 
ject, if necessary, to the approval of the Territorial Executive, ' 
but with no other restriction. 


^* * The authority of the Superintendent should in all matters 


pertaining to the Prison, its inmates, emploves and manage- 
ment, be supreme and unquestioned, and in this manner alone 
can discipline be maintained and an economical admunistra- 
tion accomplished. 

'The maximum number of Guards to be allowed the Prison 
might, and I think, should ¡be fixed by law, but the Superin- 
tendent should have unquestioned authority to employ whom 
he saw fit and in what position to place them, and should be 
held strictly responsible for the actions of all emploves. 

I would recommend tbat the Superintendent. be required 
to furnish monthly statements to the Governor, such state- 
ments to be made under oath and to specify each and everv 
financial transaction for the preceding thirty days, itemize all 
purchases and specify the use to which same were apphed. 1 
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would further suggest that the purchase of articles non- 
contract, for which no special provision had been made, be 
limited to the amount of one hundred dollars in any one 
month, except ın cases where an estimate of the amount of 
such supplies needed shall have been submitted to and 
approved by the Territorial Executive , 

I would also recommend that in the presentation of claims 
against the Prison, a sworn statement in duplicate should be 
required, such statement to specify each particular item charged 
for and the authority for furnishmg same. 

I also believe that some limit should be placed on the 
time for whith a claim against the Prison may be considered 
as valid. The present system which allows the presentation of 
claims and collection of same, which in ordinary busines» 
intercourse would be considered outlawed, 1s pernicious in the 
extreme. The application in this connection of the law gov- 


erning claims against counties would result in much good, 


inasmuch as it would compel presentation of claims within six 
months of alleged transaction and prevent their original pre- 
sentation years after due, if indeed they were ever due. 

lam convinced that with a carefully prepared Prison law 
surrounded by the proper safeguards in the auditing of claims 
against the Prison, the placing of all responsibility in the 
hands of the executive head of the Prison, holding him to a 
close account for a careful management, and giving him the 
appointment of every subordinate officer connected with the 
Prison, thereby sezuring the co-operation of all employes with 
the efforts of the Superintendent, the expenses of the Prison 
can be more economically administered and very materially 
reduced, 

I am also of the opinion that the bond of the Superin- 
tendent should be nt least twenty thousand dollars. 

Your attention is invited to Paragraph 2296, Title X XIII 
of Revised Statutes of 1887, page 840. 1 would recommend the 
repeal of this paragraph, as it places too much power in the 
hands of a county officer in giving him authority as regards 
prisoners 1n the Territorial Prison. 

In eonclusion permit me to extend to your Excellency my 
heartfelt thanks for the continued confidence manifested 
towards me and for the courteous treatment I have ever 
received at your hands in this most trying position. To the 
Board of Prison Commissioners and their Secretary, L. A. 
Hicks, I am under obligations for favors extended. I also 
desire to thank the officers and guards, who have contributed 
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in no small dogiee to whatever success has attended my admin- 
istration of the affairs of this institution. Ñ

Sir: At the date of my last quarterly report, an epidemic 
of the grip was prevailing, most of the cases being bf a mild 
type; in one case a fatal result was feared, but fortunately re- 
covery took place The epidemia itself has disappeared, but 
has-left behind a tendency to catarrh of the air pas-ages. This 
will no doubt vanish on the recnrrence of settled weather. 
Otherwise the sanitary condition of the institution is excellent. 
A prisoner, Benito Dom nguez, who was sent to the insane asv- 
lum during last quarter, was returned recentl« as cured, but is 
not ent.rely sane; he is believed to be liable to paroxys ms of 
violence at any time, which would necessitate his return to the 
asylum.

The new despensary and hospital accomodations are so far: 
superior to those formerly used that there can be no compari- 
sion between them. I most earnestly invite your attention to 
the suffering of the prisoners when five or six or more of. them 
are locked up in a céll during the hot nights ut this season of 
the vear, the small blower furnishes but little relief and is 'en- 
tirely inadequate to the requirements of the prison. A blower 
of threeor four times the capacity of the one now in use is 
needed to supply anything like the amount of fresh air requir- 
edan the cells during this excessively hot season of the year. - 
r Signed.

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 
Yuma, A. T., Oct. 3, 1892. 
To the Hon M Mcfnernay, Sap Territorial Prison 

SIR: I have the honor to herewith transmit my report of 
the sanitary condition of the prison for the quarter ending 
Sept. 30, 1892. 

. The health of the prisoners has been as a whole very ' good, 
notwithstanding the fact that the quarter ıs the most disagree- 
able one of the whole year for them to endure the confinement 
so necessary to good prison discipline Ut the one hundred 
and twenty-eight (198) cases treated during the quatter, only. 
one (1) proved fatal and that was the cage of the Indian who 
died of consumption 

` The case of syphilitic tumor of the brain with ‘resulting par- 
tial paralysis mentioned 1n my last report, has yielded most 
satisfactorily to treatment directed to causing the absorption' 
of the tumor, the paralysis has nearly disappeared and: his 
present condition 1s such as gives us good hopes of his early 
and complete recovery. 

The prison enviornment has been most healthfully improved 
by the thorough cleaning up and disinfection’ of all places: 
within the walls and the adjacent surroundings outside, 
made under your instructions, also by the removal of the pig 
pen'tó à very remote place and the exclusion from the'pris- * 
oners of late unripe melohs and green truck and careful at- 
tention to cleanliness ‘in preparing the food as well as 
thoroughly boiling all water used for drinking purpose-. But 
one improvement yet remains necessary to put-us in a condi- 
tion to render 1t almost impossible for any contagious or m- 
fectious disease to get a foothold here, and that is one of safety, 
traps that should be put ın near the openings mto the sewer 
drains from the kitchen, bakery, laundry, bath house and 
: Water closets. Such safety traps would prevent the entrance 
from the sewer into the above named apartments of sewer fas, 
which is likely to occur, especially when a strong west wind 
prevails, while they are "constructed as at_present.

Sm, L have the honor to herewith transmit to you my re- 
port of the sanitary condition of the prison for the quarter 
ending December 31,1892 But sixty were taken sick during - 
the quarte: and of these only a few were of a serious nature 
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Two deaths occurred, one Dominguez, from syphilitic tumor 
of the brain, and the other, Helen, from opium habit There 
is one case of consumption, * Lopez,” and if the ends of justice 
could be satisfied by so doing, I most earnestly 1ecommend 
that in his and similar cases the patient be pardoned and sent 
to his friends. This would greatly aid us in preventing the 
extension of the disease among the prisoners, for such patients 
are continually expectorating germ laden sputum around the 
yard and buildings, thus endangering the health of others

Sir. I herewith present’ my report as hbranian of Territorial 
prison from date of assuming charge (May 2. 1891,) to 'Jan- 
vary 1, 1893. 

On assuming charge of the library I found by inventory that 
it contained. 1784 pieces of reading matter, most of which were 
magazines and, school books I also found cash in the libra- 
rian fund amounting to the sum of $4590. There has been 
collected and added to it up to date 586 books and 775 maga- 
zines and cash received as gateage from visitors the sum of 
$108 50, cash from Hon. H. E. Lacy of l'ucson $10.00, and cash 
from Levi Strauss & Co of San Francisco $5.00 making a total 
of cash now 1n fund of $169.40 and 3145 volumes of books 
and magazines. 

The library is now in much better condition than ever be- 
fore, and with a judicious expenditure of the funds now on 
hand its usefulness can be materially increased. The means 1 
have to add to the small stock of literature” was by appeals to 
the charitably inclined both by letter and through the press 
of the territory, and 1 feel gratified that my appeals have met 
with a generous response not only throughout the territory, 
but even from beyond its limits,
